2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Instant claim 19 is considered to be patentable over the prior art of record 

primarily due to the limitation that the first material be positioned over a first surface that 
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is formed by a polymeric adliesive. Tine Lupinski reference neither teaches nor fairly 
suggests a substrate surface comprising a polymeric adhesive, and no reason to so 
modify the prior art structure is found in the prior art of record.
